He has already been proposed by the English 
FA. and has the backing of Scotland, Ireland 
and Wales as well as many of the European 
countries, who have been impressed by the way 
he has sought to resolve the differing points 
of view existing in European and South Ameri- 
can soccer.

Penarol 

Founded in 1891 by British employees of Cen- 
tral Railways but not known as Penarol until 1913 
after it took the name from the district housing 
the railway yards. Won the World Club cham- 
Pionship in 1966 by twice defeating Real Madrid. 


Real Madrid 

Formed in 1898 by students in Madrid. Title 
“Real”, meaning Royal, was bestowed on club by 
King Alfonso XHI in 1920. 

Plays at the magnificent Estando Santiago Ber- 
nabeau, which is named after a club president. 

Winners of the European cup six times in the 
era of all-time greats like Di Stefano and Puskas. 


J.S.K. Slavia : : 

Oldest club in Bulgaria, and although they did 
not play their first game until 1913 they have had 
a highly distinguished career. Won the Bulgaria 
League Championship seven times, and the Bul- 
garia F.A. Cup ‘12. ; ; 

Last season the Bulgaria F.A. reorganised their 
leagues, and four of the top clubs were combined 
as two. As a result the new-look JSK Slavia had 
no fewer than 17 internationalists on their staff. 
The other team which joined Slavia were Loko- 
motive Slavia. JSK supplied four players for 
Bulgaria’s World Cup Souad in the qualifying 
rounds which won through to Mexico. 

Present-day stars are Simeon Sineonov, a 23- 
year-old keeper in the Yashin mould, and 
reckoned the best in Europe; Alexander Shala- 
manov, a fine defender and a former national 
ski-ing champion; and Toder Kolev, a brilliant 
midfield player. All three are in Bulgaria’s 
national team heading for Mexico. 


Fluminese 

Formed in 1902, and their friendly game against 
H.M.S, Amethyst in 1906 stimulated the forma- 
tion of the Rio League. Fiuminese were original 
members. 

Won the top Rio League honours about 20 
times, but have not had thessame success in cup 
soccer. oe 

Outstanding players: Marques Ademir, who was 
Brazil’s centre forward in the, 1950 World Cup; 
Carlos Castillo, goalkeeper in Brazil’s 1954 World

Blackpool 
Formed 1887 at a public meeting called because 
of the breaking-up of the old Blackpool St. John 

Club. South Shore amalgamated with Blackpool 
in 1899. Won the F.A. Cup only once in 1953, 
have never won the First Division championship, 
although they were regular members of the First 
Division from 1937 until a few years back, when 
er! went down to the Second Division. 

_ Great players to have worn their colors include 
Jimmy Hampson, Harry Johnson, George Farm, 
Jimmy Armfield, Stanley Mortensen, Alan Ball, 
and the greatest of them all — Stanley Matthews. 


Boca Juniors dn, ee 
Formed in 1908 after an ustri 
Buenos Aires. In the 1950s became the team of 
millionaire Alberto J. Armando, Play at Bombo- 
nero Stadium, known as the Chocolate Box and 
which holds 85,000. . 
Won top Argentine League title many times, 
but not so successful in the premier cup compe- 
tition which they won in 1963. Great players of 
the club have been Valentin Angelillo, Luisito 
Monti, both of Italian origin; Antonio Rattin, the 
first player to be sent off at Wembley in the World 
Cup quarter-final game against England in 1966; 
and Jose Sanfilippo, one of the greatest goal- 
scoring machines in Argentine soccer. 


Kilmarnock 

Formed in 1869 as a rugby club, and when fix- 
tures became scarce changed to soccer by joining 
the now defunct Scottish Alliance League. 

Original members of the Scottish Second 
Division in 1894, then moved into the First Divi- 
sion in 1894 and stayed there until relegated in 
1947. Promoted back to the First Division in 
1954, they have never looked back. As well as 
winning the league title in 1965, have also been 
four times runners-up, finalists in the League Cup 
twice, and winners of the Scottish Cup back in 
1920 and 1929. ; 

A former manager of the club, Alex Hastings, 
is a selector with South Australian Soccer Fede- 
ration, while Kilmarnock’s present manager, 
Walter McCrae, was Scotland’s trainer and physio- 
therapist when they toured here in 1967.
